BOLIVIA Radio Mensaje, Casilla 1, Montero, Santa Cruz is a new station operating on 
730 khz with 1 kw. (pswer) 


GERMAN DEMOCRATIC REPUBLIC The Berliner Rundfunk station at Reichenbach is now on 
1385 khz, ex-917. Radio DDR TI has a new station at Kenla on 557 khz. Dresden on 
1043 khz is off the air. (DSWCL) 


HONDURAS A new station Radio Nacional on 890 khz was supposed to be on the air by 
mid-February. (SCDX) 


JORDAN The new 1200 kw station in Ajlun region is operating on 912 khz. Supposedly.” 
has been on since October 29, 1975. (DSWCL) Unless this one is directional we should 
have a good shot at a new country. (ED) 


LORD HOWE ISLAND Radio Lord Howe Island is a new station operating on 1490 khz with 
12 watts.

of Texas. And, this they agreed to do - and did. DxXers everywhere were 
tuned to 1310 at 2 a.m., and, sure enough, at the appointed hour, WEXL 
anmounced they were signing off for an hour at the request of the NNRC to 
allow DXers to have a chance to log KFPM. Yep - off went their carrier, 
and immediately as 1t did, on came another, and in Brooklyn, it had the 
volume of the signal which had just left the airwaves - maybe a little 
petter. "Wow" I mused - what a signal KFPM is going to put in - this'll 
be a cinch legging for me!" After about a 15 second wait for the opening 
announcement, sure enough, on it came. "Good Morning, ladies and gentle- 
men, This is a special DX program for the NATIONAL RADIO CLUB. This is 
Radio Station --- no - not KFPM - but - This 1s Radio Station - WEAR, in 
Buffalo, New York." In those days, there was no interclub co-operation, 
you see, and unbeknownstto the NRC, the NNRC had arranged that DX from 
KFPM at the same time NRC had asked WEBR to DX. The NNRC, likewise, had 
no inkling of the WEBR DX. Andthus it was that most Eastern Dxers were 
not able to log KFPM. Whether or not it would have made it is a question 
which will never be anéwarad, ef course.

Mont.). Pupulation densities are also greater in the E, There are 150 
million people E of the Great Plains, and 50 Woof them. This clearly 
gives the Zasterner a GREAT advantage (as far as DX 1s concerned, ery- 
way). Let's take Los Angeles as a specific example: Within a 1,000 mile 
radius there are 35 million people (in the U.S.) & ahd’within a 1,000 
mile radius of Cleveland, 0, there are 168 million people (in the U.S.) & 
at least another 15 million in Canada. As we all kmow, radio stations 
are seattered around the country according to population density (more 
or less). It seems likely to conclude that since the population density 
of the E is over twice that of the W, the E is blessed with over TWICE 
the number of radio stations than the W. It also seems likely that a 
certain Dxer in Youngstown, 0. will have totals amounting to twice that 
of a certain WC DXer, When a Cal: DxXer logs WFEA in N.H., THAT 4s DX! 
Chances of another Cal. DxXer's duplicating a 2,500 mile 5kw DX logging 
at 1370k could happen only onee every few years. This type of thing is 
almost as rare as Channel 10 Sporadic-E on TV. While the Eastern DxXer 
is satisfied DXing with an HQ-180 & a loop, westérn DxXers would have to 
have an RX twice as good ag an HQ-180, & a loop twice as large as an SM-2, 
but even with a super-receiver and super antennas the Western DxXers will 
still take twice as long to log 1,000 stations as an Eastern Dxer. I 
hope. I have made myself perfectly clear. JI will return, 73s in '76.

The “Amsterdam Effect” tn lran

It has been found that super-power 
transmitters may cause interference to the 
sky wave signals of lower powered transmit- 
ters by actual modification of the properties 
of the Ionosphere. The reader is referenced to 
“Proceedings of the IEEE” for July 1975 in 
which a discussion of National Bureau of 
Standards experiments on Ionospheric modifi- 
cation, as it applies to VHF and UHF com- 
munications, is contained. 

One of the first indications that low 
frequency intermodulation was occurring was 
found in the Netherlands due to Ionospheric 
modification caused by a super-power trans- 
mitter in Amsterdam: Hence the title 
“Amsterdam Effect’’ is common throughout 
Europe and the Mid-East. 

Your author, on a recent field trip to Iran, 
witnessed the results of intermodulation 
measurements being conducted at several of 
the sites 1 visited throughout Iran. National 
Iranian Radio and Television operates a 
2 megawatt transmitter on 535kHz at a site 
near the capital, Tehran. This power is 
capable of causing intermodulation of lower 
powered stations due to an increase or 
decrease in the Ionization levels of the 
atmosphere that actually follows the modula- 
tion of the super-power transmitter. 

One measurement by N.I.R.T. that I 
witnessed was made at Ardebill, 250 Km 
Northwest of Tehran. The station envelope 
we were displaying was a Harris BC-20H, 
20 kW transmitter operating on 1214 kHz 
located at Chalus. Chalus is about 200 Km 
North of Tehran and 250 Km East of Ardebill. 
The 2 megawatt was modulated 100% at 
various frequencies while the Chalus trans- 
mitter was unmodulated. The following 
intermodulation was noted:

We see from these figures that the 
ionosphere can apparently only be altered at. 
lower frequency rates. In a measurement 
made by N.I.R.T., at Chalus, observing the 
Ardebill BC-20H (1320 kHz), at one point the 
intermodulation of the Ardebill signal 
approached 100% at 60 Hz, but was less than 
3% at 1 kHz. Measurements by N.1.R.T, are 
continuing throughout Iran as the installa- 
tion of seven new sites of paralleled 100 kW 
Harris VP-100A transmitters proceeds. The 
concern was that in some remote areas, the 
200 kW output from the paralleled transmit- 
ters might interfere with lower powered sky 
wave signals. 

The conclusions, at this point, suggest that 
the intermodulation is never audible (on 
smaller speakers) when the lower powered 
signal is modulated and that, even in extreme 
cases, the high frequency cut-off characteris- 
tics of this effect would prevent intelligible 
intermodulation. It appears that the effect is 
an interesting phenomena without the 
possibly serious problems of audible inter- 
medulation if the high roll-off effect did not 
exist. Measurements using a 100 kW 
transmitter suggest that a minimum power of 
500-1000 kW is required before this phenome 
na becomes measureable.
